(iv) the second dieVart being adapted to allow part of the workpiece to project 
therefrom, whereby said projecting part of the workpiece is upset and enlarged during cold 
forging; 

(v) adjusting means for adjusting the distance of said projecting part of the workpiece 
beyond said second die part; and
